Berlin, April 29.— The Gi-iman v ar 
efflce has received the following ad- 
vlcM from Count Von Walderaee, com- 
mander of the allied troopi at Peking: 

"Three ctiKagemcnts occurrf^i April 
23, and a Tourth April i;4, at the great 
wall, betwetn ftmr columns under 
Oeneral Ketteler and ths Chinese 
troops under General Liu. The Chi- 
nese were everywhere defeated, and 
after a stubborn resistance were 
forced back over the wall, being pur- 
sued as far as Ku Kuan. Our casual- 
ilea were four officers wounded and 
three men killed and 32 wounded. The 
Freach troops were not engaged. 

"Oeneral Ketteler'i brigade, rein- 
forced, marched in four columns 
against the great wall. Colonel L( de- 
tiurs being the right wing, then tho«e 
commanded by Colonel Hofrmeister. 
Colohel Wallmarch and Major Huch- 
lonfels. Ledebur reached the wall 
April 24. ilter a slight engagement 
near Hal Shan Kwan. Hoffmelster 
drove back the enemy April 23. On 
the tame day Hueblonfels encoun- 
tered a strong party of the enfimy oc- 
cupying a bastion on the heists com- 
manding the pass. The enemy fought 
stubbornly, in a particularly strong 
, position, which was only taken after 
11 houra* fighting. Hueblonfels and 
Lieutenant Rlchert were slightly 
wounded, and Lieutenant Drewells 
was eevcrely wounded. A standard 
bearer and another were killed, and 
•ix men laeverely and 10 altghtly 
woundisd. 

"Wallmerch attacked and dispersf'.l, 
April 23, a far superior force of t!v3 
enemy in a strong position east of the 
breach of Mae llo. and effected a junc- 
tion on the battlefield with the bat- 
talion under Major Muelmann, from 
"m&g Chlng, where the pursuit over- 
took the enemy in a fresh position to 
the south. This was captured and t'-.e 
enemy were pui'sued as far as Ku 
Kuan. \V>llmerch followed thc'ni 
thither. The enemy suffered severely. 
jBleren old and two Qulck*flrera were 
'captured. On our side one' man was 
killed and three were severely wound- 
ed and niu slightly. Lieutenant Deu- 
Bterberg was shot through the right 
arm. 

"The enemy ftre everywhere in re- 
treat Oeneral Von Leesel has' ar- 
ranged wit' deneral Bailloud that the 

French troops shall ocupy Ku Kuan 
for the present and secure his left 
flank. Ketteler's brigade is marching 
hjr short stages to^ Pao Ting Fu, and 
Hueblonfels' battalion along the moun 
tains to Peking." 

The rep(ut of Oeneral Ketteler. re- 
ceived here from Kut) Lu. differs from 
the other reports concerning the (Ii i- 
man-French expedition previously re- 
celTed. . Oeneral Ketteler's report 
ahewa that the Chinese troops did not 
leav« the province till they were 
forced to do so. Li Hunt; Cluing says 
it is impossible to believe that Gen- 
enU Lui Hwang T(ng could have so 
flagrantly disobeyed bis orders, and 
anxiously awalta the Chinese reiyrt of 
the encounter referred to by General 
Ketteler. » 

LI H)ing Chang paid return calls to 
the different legations, and congratu- 
lated Special Commlasloner Rockhill 
on the stand taken by the Americans 
In the matter of indemnity. It is not 
generally tliou^lit among the ministry 
of the powers that Mr. RockblU's ef- 
fort in this direction will pfgye suc- 
cessful. 

Nine 'Cbfnamen were executed in 

the American district for highway rob- 
bery and violence. The men in qyes- 
tlon were tried and sentenced accord- 
ing to Chinese law. but they are the 
first of such sentences to be approTed 
by Oeneral Chaffee. 

i Presbyterian Creed. 

Bt. Louis, Mo., April 29. — The Rev. 
Dr. Dickey of Philadelphia, moderator 
of the Prebyterian general assembly 
and member of the committee on 
creed revision, which made a report 
Fridfty. Is^in the city. When seen In 
regard to the committee's reiK)rt, Dr. 
Dickey said; "Personally I do not 
think the recommendation of the com- 
mittee on creed revision. If accepted 
by the Pt-esbytbrian church, would 
mean any ctifuige l|i our dogmas. The 
reeommendatiOBS attempt only fo ex- 
plain some points of faith that are not 
fully understood, and emphasize oth- 
•r» tb«t ai y iaM«<iuately>pp Bsclfa."

FUSSTON'S EXPECTATI0S8. 

ItMdleal Cbungw Resulted Through tbe 

( Hptiirp of Anulnaldo. 
Tola. Kan , April 29.— Brigadier Oen- 
eral Kunston. writing to a fellow 
townsman under date of Feb. 26, a 
month before the capture o( Affolnal* 
do, says he did not expect i^^polnt* 
ment in the regular army. He sayf: 
"Under the operations of the law 1 
vnusi be mustered out of the serTlct 
July 1. as that Is the last day of the 
volunteer ahny, and from that time all 
iif the work will be turned over to the 
regulars. I was not disappointed that 
I was not given anything In the re- 
organization of the regular army, as I 
had no expectations. One so young 
as mvself. who had never been con- 
nected with the regular army, could 
scarcely expect a brigadier general- 
ship in that body orer muy gallant 
old men who have been in the serrice 
some of them 40 years. I am heartily 
glad that the increase in the regular 
army has allowed adequate recogni- 
tion after many years of waiting to 
some of the splendid officers who have 
been madv brigadier generals in the 
establishment during the past few 
weeks Nty plans after my muster out 
are somewhat uncertain, though I 
have In view many good opportonitles 
to do well by myself." 

Eullet Tiiat Killed Grocan. 
Cambridge, .Mass., April 29. — The 
bullet which caused the death of Rich- 
ard H. Orogan, Jr., was handed around 
for examination by the Jury in the 
trial of Charles H. Eastman, charged 
with murili ring Grogaa. The bullet 
was introdiued in connection with the 
testimony of Dr. Durrell. who was 
summoned when Grogan was killed 
and who was present at two autopsies. 
Dr. Durrell testlfled that after the 
shooting of Grocan he went to East- 
man's house, where Eastman recount- 
ed the affair and illustrated how he 
stood relative to Grogan when the 
shot was fired. Ilitstman said be was 
trying to re»olve tbe cylinder In the 
old revolver when It went off accident- 
ally. Dr. Durrell told where the bullet 
was found in (Jrogan's boily, and said 
it flttid the old rim fire revolver. 

Clew to McCormick Mystery. 
New York. .•\i>ril 29.— Captain Titus 
of the detective bureau held a conver- 
sation over tbe long distance tele- 
phone with Detective McConville, who 
is in Washington following what is 
thought to be the most important clew 
in regard to missing William .McCor- 
mick of Highbride that has yet tx en 
unearthed. Captain Titus said the slg- 
Ature "Oerirude" found on the slip 
oirpaper left at a photographer's in 
Washington by the two gypsy girls ar- 
rested there had been compared with 
the signature of Gertrude McCormick, 
tbe missing boy's sister, and that the 
two are almost identical. Captain Ti- 
tus said he attached great siflnlflcance 
to this clew and now has hopes of 
finding the missing J)oy. 

Rounding Up Rustlers. 

Cody, Wyo., April 29. — News has 
been received here of the killing of 
Jim McPeck by Detective W. P. Smith 
of Miles City. Smith and his posse 
arrested JauuiS Cbappele, charged with 
rustling, anf were taking him to a 
ranch about 60 miles away to secure 
other members of the gang. On the 
way they were approached by Jim 
McPeck, who was also wanted and who 
began a fusilade. The posse returned 
the fire and McPeck was killed. None 
of the posse was badly wonnded. The 
authorities have sent out men to scour 
the country for the rustlers.

Doc Cause of It. 
Birmingham, Ala., April 29.— A doR 

was the cause of a bloody fight thiee 
miles below Oxford. In which four i)er 
sons participated, J. \V. Ildnse and 
son Gus. and W. N. Johnson and his 
14-year-old son. Both the Houses Vind 
tbe elder Johnson were, shot with Win- 
chester rifles and one was dangerously 
wound(;d. The elder House had killi il 
a dog of Johnson's. Johnson piusued 
House and shot him twice thiouu'li the 
stomach. Gus House, seeing the trou 
ble, seised a gun and shot the elder 
Johnson, and was Immediately shot by 
the 14-year old son of Johnson, who 
escaped injury. 

Miners Caught. 

Lntrobe. Pa . April 29. — It is rti- 
mored that in a fire which destroyed 
the tipple. l)oiler house anil engine 
house of the Dorothv coal and coke 
plant of the American Steel and Wire 
company, four and possibly six miners 
lost their lives. At this time the ru- 
mor ( Hn not be vorifled. Th" loss Is 
"stimated at $ 1 .".(i.i)liii Two persona 
were injured. It is feared that six 
more were in the shaft and perished. 
Thirty-nine ifaules were at tbe bottom 
of th« shaft and these have undoubt- 
edly burned to death. The fire will 
cause 400 miners to be thrown out of 
work.

THIKD TRIAL SAVED HIM.

I'aris, April 29. — Count ('ornuIi< r. 
after two days' triaj for the murder of 
his wife November 17 by shooting her 

three times as she was leavinij the 
house of a lawyer, M. Leroux, an ad 
mirer of tbe countess before her nun- 
rlage, was acQuitted amid tlie ap 
plause of those in court. The < ount 
made a speech, in which be thanked 
the Jurors in the name of his children. 

The Coimti ss Cornulier was 111 years 
old and was a won\an of unusual beau- 
ty She was the (ill iuhter of Count 
Vianny and In 1887 married C'juat 
Charles Cornulier, who Is 43, The eld- 
est of their children is 13. The mar- 
riage proved unhappy, and on the ad 
vice of her father thi' eount< ss sei)a- 
rati d from her husi>and four xcars 
ago. Last rear she was k \ ' n a d- 
cree by which she obtalneil possessii.u 
of her children. The count discovered 
that the countess frequently visited M. 
Leroux. who Is said to have acted as 
the b'K.il ad\iser of the counfi ss. Tli'' 
Count, .Nov. 17. s.cri ti (1 himself on thi' 
Stairway oi' .M. l-i imiv -^ horn" aft; r 
having ascertained that his wife had 
entered the bouse, and when she de- 
scended the stairs without a word he 
fired at her th-.c" times with a revol- 
ver. ( ai h shot ti'.l.int; effi ct. She died 
in an ambulance without regaining 
consciousness. The count surrender- 
ed himself to the police, saying: "I 
did it. I am her' husband." He was 
the fir: t to ijlve aid to his wife after 
she fell and had a priest called. 



Wholessle Frauds Alleged. 

St. Louis. A-iril 29.— In the ennfesi 
proceedings of dec rge W. I'arker, Ite- 
puldii an l iindidate for mayor, tiled 
against Mayor Wells, seven separate 
grounds for action are alleged. It is 
alleged that from 60 to 200 legal votes 
cast for Parker In each of the 333 pre- 
cincts in th'j city were ((Minted for 
W(dls; tlmt a large number of Illegal 
ballots In neai ly everx preeim t in I lie 
city were cour.ted for \V> lis, although 
Improperly initiated, mutilated or cth 
erwise. It is further alleged that In 
numerous precincts many Parker votes 
were not count'.'d for him; that thou- 
sands of I'arker votes were extiattt d 
from the ballot boxes and replaced 
with Wells ballots; that there was a 
wholesale fraudu]|,ent registration, and 
finally that in 28 precincts the legally 
certified Republican Judges and clerks 
were not allowed to serve, but their 
places were usurned by (tthers undei- 
the protection of the i)oliee. who eji i t 
ed the real Judges and clerks from the 
polls when they appeared. 

French Miners Votinfl. 
Paris, April 29. — A referendum 
directed by the French miners' feder- 
ation was held in all the coal basins. 
In accordance with the decision of the 
recent consress of miners, the (i\ies 
tioii being whether a gen'Miil strike 
should be declared In support of the 
miners on strike at Montceaux Les 
Mtnes. The final reault will not be 
known until this evening. Partial re 
turns received seem to favor a gen- 
eral strike.

— The depart- 
ment uf agriculture has no inforraa- 
tlon bearln? oi the. reports that have 
be( n ( irculatt d in Eni^land eha"a;ing 
Moer emissarits with inoculating 
horses shl!)!)ed to South Afilca with 
glanders and other maladies. Secre- 
tary Wilson places no credence in the 
story. He savs, however, that It is 
possible It mig'.it have boend. ne. i)rol)- 
ably by hostb rs or otle'r attendants 
alioard sh'p. If at all. There has been 
no examination of horse shipments by 
the department's representatives, as 
the British agenta never have request- 
ed auch Inspection. 

With Seals. 

St. Johns.. N. F., April 20.— The seal- 
ing steamer Kite, for whose safety 
Borne fear had been felt, reached port 
with 10,000 seals, almost a full load. 
She lost 1.400 when frozen between 
floes. During t"he early part of the 
season she steamed through Immense 
herds of seals, but the ice was too 
broken to allow the crew to hunt 
them. She waa nipped by floes near 
the shore finally, and her coal being 
exhausted, was obliged to depend upon 
her sails to reach port.
